Be that as it may, Wilson who was 
naturally an indolent man, abandoned 
the teaching of the Bible and followed 
the example of Jack Sheppard, living 
the life ot a free-booter, till in Novem- 
ber, 1865, he robbed Penland’s wagon, 
on Unaka Mountain, between Yancey 
County, N. C., and Washington County.

An Aliy for Cotton. 
The cable informs us that the jute 


crop of India has been destroyed by a 
cyclone. In India jute has taken the place 
of cotton as an agricultural product. 


India exports yearly $25,000,000 worth 


of jute in a raw and manufactured 


state. The importations of raw and 
manufactured jute by the United States 
in 1871 amounted to $5,362,988. For 
some strange reason jute has not become 
to any extent one of our agricultural 
products. Mich of the land on which 
cotton grows 1s suitable for the cultiva- 
tion of jute. It is raised for about one- 
eighth of the cost of cotton, and at | 
present sells for one-quarter of its 
price—a profit of 100 per cent. Its 
yiel is larger than that of cotton. Ip 
India jute is driving out cotton as a pro 
duct. There is no possibility of its 
being cultivatcd at the South in place 
of cotton, but there is great feasibility 
of its being accepted by Southern plan- 
ters as an ally for that great staple, and 
an ally supplying in some respects what 
it lacks as a great industry. 
A writer inthe Agricultural Report 
for 1871 very truly says, that ii the 
planters of the cotton States divert 
“from the cultivation of cotton a torce 
sufficient to produce a half million 
bales of jute, that crop will be nearly a 
clear acquisition, and will save a large 
outlay ior freight, bale cloth and com- 
pression of cotton.“ Ile turther adds 
that its cultivation “will save several 
millions of dollars sent out of the cot- 
ton States every year to produce gunny 
cloth,” aud that “jute will supply the 
feinale labor of che South, which retires 
from the cotton field under the system 
of free labor.” The hands might be 
employed in picking if when driven 
from the fields by inclement weather. 
The South could manufacture as well 
as grow the article, and have it leave 
their hands only ins manufactured 
state. The writer from whom we have 
before quoted says that “the simple 
machinery used in Kentucky for spin 
ing and weaving hemp might be appli 
ed to jute.“ We hope to hear soon that 
some ot our large planters have taken 
steps to add the culture of jute to tha! 
of cotton, thereby subserving their own 
interest as well as inuagurating an im- 
portant branch of industry for the 
Southern States.
